i. Flex Time 


Larry P. reported that he had conferred with Jerry Thompson 
of the Office of Personnel Management (Civil Service). He 
provided the members of ADMAG with copies of a summary of some 
seventy-nine applications of flex time which offer an idea of 
the wide range of applications possible. He feels the only 
limit to the use of flex time would be lack of creativity. 


The DDA and Bob Z. were present for much of the meeting 
and raised the following areas of concern. 


2. Physical Fitness and use of Agency Recreation 
Facilities 


The DDA would like to encourage physical fitness and use 
of the recreational facilities such as the gym, the indoor 
track and softball fields, but feels under pressure from OMS 
to have these activities supervised. He fears this supervision 
would drive some people away. Future possibilities are to 
improve our existing facilities, provide an outdoor track, 
and provide a PAR course which would have various work stations. 
Another consideration is how to provide recreational facilities 
for locations other than Headquarters. The DDA would like to 
hear our feelings and suggestions. 


So. No Smoking Restrictions 


During the past year some areas have been designated as x 
non-smoking areas. The DDA would be interested in the " 
reaction to these designations and whether or not. people are 
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adhering to them. 


4, Energy Considerations 


This issue remains one of primary concern. To date a 
van pool session has been held, requests for additional bicycle 
paths and better bus routes are being considered. In connec- 
tion with van pooling, Helen R. recommended the addition of a 
color coded card to designate van pools and a color card for 
people on flex time for use on the locator board for car pools. 
Helen R. will draft a memo requesting the additions of these 
new color coded cards for use on the locator board. 


Larry P. has discussed the problem with other OTR 
personnel and it has been decided that the following will be 
attempted: 

a. Spread class schedules more evenly 

b. If there is an unusually large class or classes, 

schedule a bus to transport people to and from 


Headquarters. EG
